Adenauer Emphasizes 
A Disarmament Hazard 


There are continued hopeful signs 
from the London disarmament conference 
that the United States and the Soviet 
Union are nearer agreement on a small 
beginning of effective arms control than 
at any time since World War II. 

And President Eisenhower seems de- 
termined to pursue the possibility sin- 
cerely and vigorously. However, those 
around him who have urged cau- 
tion in view of the Soviet record of bro- 
ken promises must be heard. But at the 
same time, an experimental armament re- 
duction program might lead to major 
agreements in the future. 

The real snags to disarmament come 
from the plain fact that military power is 
and always has been an instrument of fur- 
thering political aims of nations. The Rus- 
sians have shown fully they understand 
this use and have not proved on any oc- 
casion they have any real wish to dis- 
arm. 
The two problems thus are directly 
related. Chancellor Konrad Adenauer of 
West Germany pointed this out clearly in 


f ‘ 


his Washington talks with President Ei- 
senhower. He proposed four-power talks 
on reunification of East and West Ger- 
many but opposed disarmament and 
weakening of NATO until the two Ger- 
manys are reunited in freedom. He fears 
any other course would mean permanent 
partition. 

He thus touches the heart of the whole 
disarmament argument. It involves the 
continued policy of Soviet expansion and 
the Kremlin's refusal to accept settle- 
ments in Germany, in Korea, in Viet 
Nam and in the captive countries of East- 
ern Furope. 

Disarmament without settlement of the 
political problems which cause the ten- 
arcues Adenauer, would tend to 
perpetuate them. 

But the diplomats are negotiating and 
there is hope that a start can be made 
toward easing the tension and also to 
lessening the threat of world destruction 
under which we now live.

An example of public-private partner- 
ship in development of power and water 
resources which benefits an entire com- 
munity is the agreement signed Friday 
between the City of Atlanta and the 
Georgia Power Co. for a million-dollar 
addition to the dam at Morgan Falls Res- 
ervoir. 

The project will be a 50-50 affair, 
with the city and the power company 
each paving half.

By 
creating a supplement of millions of gal- 
lons of water to be released when the 
river flow is low, the pollution problem 
will be alleviated. 

The power company, of course, will 
receive benefits in additional “firming 
up’ of generating capacity. But J. J. Mc- 
Donough, president of the company, said 
that his company would not be interested 
in spending the money except for helping 
the citv with its water problems. 

While the power company will con- 
tinue to he sole owner of the dam, if it 
will save the city “millions of dollars” it 
is a good investment of bond funds.

William S. Girard to be tried in a Japa- 
nese court may rouse as sharp political feelings in the United States 
as it will help to assuage in Japan.

Free World Turns 


Back on Socialism 


WASHINGTON — President 


Eisenhower was 
overly cautious at his recent press conference when 
he was replying to the prediction—from Moscow, of 


course—that the United States would be a socialist country in 50 years. 
The President confined himself to one generalization and to one short- 
term forecast. He noted that the pressures to accept large-scale gov- 


ernment control of our economy 


for some “‘quick advantage’ 


have 


always been present in the United States but have never prevailed. 


He predicted that any effort to 
socialize America would be up 
against a@ “‘terrible battle’ during 
the next three and a half years of 
his administration. 

Now, obviously, no one can sav 
for sure what future American 
voters will do; they can do any- 
thing they want and conceivably 
they could be taken in by some 
crisis-panacea that could end up in 
a form of socialism they didn't 
expect and didn't want. 


But the reason it seemed to me 
the President was excessively cau- 
tinus is that the trend away from 
Socialist ideology and Socialist 
measures in many parts of the 
free world and in the satellite 
world has been marked in recent 
years. 

What is significant is that social- 
ism has not been working well 
and that competitive, private en- 
terprise has been working out- 
standingly well. 

In the United States one of the 
most respected and articulate So- 
cialist thinkers, Norman Thomas, 
many times his party's presiden- 
tial candidate, is no longer advo- 
cating all-out socialism. He has 
warned against the dangers of all- 
powerful, centralized government 
and he has come to view with 
new respect the substantially well- 
distributed high standard of living 
which capitalism is producing. 

In Britain the nationalization of 
industry has been halted. 

Of all the war-stricken nations 
West Germany has made the most 
signal and sustained recovery. It 
offers to ali its neighbors in Eu- 
rope an example of what a com- 


petitive, free enterprise economy 
can do for the prosperity of a 
nation and the welfare of it 
workers. 

The prosperity of the West Ger 
man republic has been exerting a 
powerful impact upon German | 
itics and upon the economic | 
losophy of the 
movement which in the years fo!-

lowing the Weimar Republic was 
largely Socialist in its outlook 
Two factors have greatiy influ- 
enced the thinking of the German 
labor leaders. One is the positive 


accomplishments of competitive 
enterprise in the reconstruction of 


Germany. The other is the poor 
showing of nationalized” industry 
in Britain which has disenchant- 
ed many German as well as Brit- 
ish Socialists, 


There are numerous signs be- 
hind the Iron Curtain that sovcial- 
ism is not working weil The Huun- 
ganan workers didn't think it was. 
Tito stopped trying to commiun:te 
the farmers and the Polish re- 
gime has dismantled 8,000 colilec- 
tive farms. 

The fact that the United States 
and West Germany are two of the 
most productive and = prosper nis 
nations in the world is not acci- 
dental. Other countries have creat 
ratural resources and _— skilled 
labor forces. But in the Un:ted 
States and West Germany a com- 
petitive, private economy, frre 
from nationalized industry and in- 
hibiting controls, is using its re- 
sources and its skills to the great 
boon of both labor and ownership. 

On the record socialism is not 
the wave of the future.

Klan Effort To Curb Churches 
Is Step Toward Rule by Mobs 


Judging from incidents reported in Svlacauga, members of the 
Ku Klux Klan of Alabama have taken upon themselves the duty of 
reguiating the churches. They are proceeding in their endeavor by 
burning crosses and by threatening acts of terrorism upon the members 


or the pastors’ lives. 

Crosses were burned in the vi- 
cinity of Methodist and Baptist 
churches in Sylacauga Saturday 
night while Klansmen held a rally 
in the high school football stadium. 
Just where the Klan obtained the 
authority to use the stadium of the 
public school system for the stag- 
ing of a rally is not clear. Indeed, 
it is not known whether or not the 
KKK went through the formality 
of requesting permission. 

The associate pastor of the Meth- 
odist Church had the courage to 
defy the Klan by kicking over 
the cross that was placed across 
the street from the church. 

The Rev. Newton Malony also 
stood briefly in front of a car oc- 
cupied by Klansmen, halting it 
for about 30 seconds. Later, Mrs. 
Malony received a telephone call 
in which a man's voice warned 
that unless-.the Malonys and the 
Rev. Dan Whitsett. pastor, and his 
family are out of town in 10 days

The Rev. Mr. Whitsett recalled 
that other threats had been re- 
ceived. In one call his wife was 
told that the KKK was going to 
tear their 17-year-old son ‘‘limb 
from limb."’ A short time later, 
a caller told Mrs. Whitsett the Klan 
had her son. This proved to be a 
hoax, but it followed a pattern of 
terrorism through which the Klan 
was hoping to run the pastor out of 
town. 

Whitsett's endorsement of mod. 
eration in race relations and the 
adoption by the Southern Baptist 
Convention of a report dealing with 
the race issue were believed to 
have been the basis of the action 
of the Klansmen in their effort to 
intimidate the preachers. 


The whole thing was disgracefu] 
in the extreme. It was cowardly 
and inexcusable. When the time 
comes that the Klan thinks it 
has the duty to regulate the 
churches of tie community, the 
authorities should take over and 
do something. Such conditions are 
intolerable in a community. Such 
acts of intimidation against the 
clergy should call for immediate 
action. If they are allowed to con- 
tinue, law and order will give way 
to mob rule.
